Cherwell District Council's clean 
and green chief, Nigel Morris, said: 
"Our street-cleansing officers work 
incredibly hard to keep Cherwell clear 
of rubbish all year round. But just like 
any other spring-clean, this campaign 
is designed to go above and beyond 
the day-to-day cleaning duties and 
tackle some of the tougher issues. 

"We know litter is one of residents' 
biggest complaints, so we would ask 
people not to let the actions of the 
minority ruin it for the majority.

Parade to welcome 
launch of town's 
new Army Reserves 

FIFTY new soldiers will be coming to 
Banbury to create a new Army Reserves 
squadron. 

As part of the Army 2020 programme, the 
Territorial Army is being transformed into the 
Army Reserves, with TA bases from across 
Lincolnshire, Warwickshire, Buckinghamshire 
being amalgamated into one unit in Banbury. 

There are currently just 12 TA soldiers in 
the town's Territorial Army base in Oxford 
Road. 

The current Royal Signals Corps will 
transform into the 142 Vehicle Squadron of 
the Royal Logistic Corps next month. 

The squadron is the Army's only unit, 
regular or reserve, dedicated to vehicle 
supply and delivery. 

Members have a variety of licences 
allowing them to drive everything from 
motorbikes to Challenger 2 tanks. 

The new officer commanding will be 
Major Jeremy Burnan, who is currently

posted at Grantham. He said: "The Army 
Reserves is a rebranding of theTA. 

"These people will not be moving to 
Banbury, but they will be coming to the 
Army base every week for meetings and 
training. 

"This is one of the most complex 
transitions in the country, because we are 



transforming from a Royal Signals Corps to a 
Royal Logistic Corps. It's a challenge, but a 
great chance for integration." 

To welcome the new soldiers, there will be 
a service of dedication and then a public 
parade through the town. 

On Sunday, April 6, there will be a service 
at St Mary's Church at 2pm, and then a 
parade from People's Park to the town hall. 

There, the Royal Corps of Signals flag will 
be lowered for the last time and replaced by 
the flag of the Royal Logistic Corps. 

Major Burnan said: "Already the people 
and civic authorities of Banbury have shown 
tremendous excitement and warmth towards 
the changes. 

"Our parade will be an early opportunity 
to thank them for that, to say hello to 
Banbury, and to show military people doing 
military things. 

"We hope that many spectators will be 
there and help us start off with a real bang." 


Cabinet backs bid 
for slice of £2bn 
'growth fund' 


OXFORDSHIRE'S bid for a 
growth fund from central 
Government has been 
approved by the county 
council. 

At a meeting in County 
Hall last week, Oxfordshire 
County Council's cabinet 
approved the strategic 
economic plan which will 
be submitted to the 
Government at 
the end of this 
month. 

The plan will 
set out how it 
wants to keep the 
county's 

economy growing 
based on 
innovation. 

If ministers 
look with favour 
on Oxfordshire's 
plan, it will mean 
the county could access a 
£2bn Government fund. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Labour leader of the 
opposition Liz Brighouse 
said: "I think this is super 
and brings together issues 
right across the county. 

"We need to raise the 
aspirations of local people 


so they can get hi-tech 
jobs." 

If the Government 
approves it, the partnership 
would be invited to 
negotiate a deal. 

The Government has said 
this would mean 
Oxfordshire would be given 
more influence on how 
national programmes are 
carried out in the 
area. 

Former Deputy 
Prime Minister 
Lord Heseltine, as 
well as Lib Dem 
peer Lord Shipley, 
have been 
appointed to 
advise ministers on 
the proposals 
which England's 39 
local enterprise 
partnerships bring 

forward. 

Oxfordshire's strategic 
economic plan builds on the 
City Deal, which was signed 
earlier this year, providing 
the county with investment 
of £55m. 

Talks on local growth 
deals will begin in June and 
end by April 2015.

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Co-op smashes charity fundraising target 


THE Midcounties Co-operative 
has smashed its annual 
fundraising target by raising 
£280,000 for the Teenage Cancer 
Trust. 

The company, which has stores 
across Oxfordshire including two 
in Banbury, broke its £200,000 
target and has announced its two- 
year fundraising target has now 
been set at £500,000.

Inquest verdict 
on drugs death 

A THIRTY-five-year-old man died after taking 
drugs at his friend's house, an inquest heard 
last week. 

Mark Quartermaine, of Kemps Road, 
Banbury, died after being offered heroin from 
a friend on October 8 last year. 

Oxfordshire's assistant coroner Nicholas 
Graham gave a verdict of drug-related death. 
A medical cause of death was given as opiate 
overdose. 

Paramedics from South Central Ambulance 
Service tried to resuscitate Mr Quartermaine 
after he had a seizure at his friend's home in 
South Street, Banbury. 

He died at the Horton Hospital and his 
sister Anne-Marie Stacey said in a statement: 
"We were so close and I miss him. My 
daughter in particular still asks questions 
about him." 


Man's overdose 

A MAN died from a heroin overdose on 
Boxing Day, an inquest heard last week. 
Matthew Ducharme, 30, was found 
unconscious in his partner's home in Ribston 
Close, Banbury, on December 26 last year. 

At an inquest into his death at Oxfordshire 
Coroner's Court in County Hall coroner 
Darren Salter gave a verdict of drug-related 
death. A medical cause of death was given as 
heroin overdose. Evidence from Banbury GP 
Michelle Fletcher heard that Mr Ducharme, 
a roofer from Leicester, had a history of drug 
abuse. He was found by partner Denise King 
in their bedroom at about 8.30pm before 
paramedics were called. Mr Ducharme was 
pronounced dead after paramedics arrived. 


Escalator fall 

AN inquest has opened into the death of a 
man who fell down an escalator in Banbury's 
Debenhams. 

Nigel Harrison, 65, fractured his skull and 
shoulder blade during the fall in the town 
centre department store on March 6, 
Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard. 

Mr Harrison died four days later at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, on March 
10. An inquest into his death was opened 
and postponed last week. A provisional date 
for the inquest was given as July 9.

Donors 
with blood group O negative 
are known as the "universal 
donor" as their blood can be 
given to patients with a 
different blood group. Just 
seven per cent of the country 
are O negative, and only two 


per cent are B negative. First¬ 
time donors should be aged 
between 17 and 65, weigh at 
least 7st 12lbs and be in good 
health.

• A MAN aged 58, who 
admitted driving dangerously 
through Banbury and 
possessing Class-A drugs, has 
been given a suspended 
sentence.

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■ Judge labels 5am incident as 'disgraceful' 

Doorman jailed 
over club rape

A BOUNCER who raped a woman in the strip club 
where he worked while she was being sick into a 
bucket has been jailed for eight years. 

Ali Kacani, of Lidsey Road, Banbury, was found guilty of 
two counts of rape and one count of sexual assault carried 
out in the early hours of December 29 last year. 

The 32-year-old was told by a judge in Oxford Crown 
Court that it was a "particularly disgraceful" crime, in 
which he took advantage of a vulnerable woman when he 
was supposed to be looking after her. 

Michael Roques, prosecuting, told the jury during a 
seven-day trial that Kacani found the complainant in the 
toilets of the Venus nightclub in Banbury at around 5am 
after she had fallen asleep. 

He said the woman, who had been sick after drinking 
too much alcohol, was taken into the closed Mirage 
nightclub next door and raped twice by the defendant as 
she was being sick into a bucket. 

Passing sentence, Judge Mary Jane Mowat told the 
defendant his victim had been forced to quit her job after 
the attack, which still caused her emotional trauma. 

She said: "Far from looking after a customer who had 
got stuck in toilets at the end of the night after the club 
closed, you took her by trickery into a closed area of the 
club. 

"It was a particularly disgraceful scenario for a rape. You 
treated this woman quite literally like a piece of meat." 

Judge Mowat acknowledged that apart from an assault 
conviction, Kacani had no previous convictions. 

He will have to pay a £120 victims' surcharge when 
released and will remain permanently on the sex 

offenders' register. Jailed: Ali Kacani

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Mum's big day ahead

W hat a difference a year makes. This 
time last year, Katherine and 
Jonathan Jones, from Banbury, were 
planning to treat their own mums on 
Mothering Sunday by cooking a roast dinner. 
Twelve months on, Katherine is now first in 
line for pampering after becoming mum to 
three daughters - Grace, Matilda and 
Charlotte, aged four, three and two. 

"It is quite an incredible change," said Mrs 
Jones. "The past year has been a whirlwind. 
We had Christmas with three young sisters; a 
house full of plastic and chaos. But we 
wouldn't have it any other way now." 

Mrs and Mrs Jones, aged 35 and 34, have 
been married for four years. 

Adoption became an avenue to 
parenthood as, despite efforts, Mrs Jones 
didn't fall pregnant. Although they had tests, 
which found there was nothing medical 
stopping them from conceiving, they decided 
it was time to enlarge their family. 

They approached the charity Parents and 
Children Together, which has a base in 
Oxford and helps place or formally adopt 
children. 

The charity had recently been awarded an 
"excellent" rating by Ofsted. It was this 
recommendation that offered welcome 
reassurance to Mr and Mrs Jones, who had 
heard adoption could be a gruelling 
process. 

Mrs Jones, a teaching assistant, said: 
"Jonathan and I approached it with a spirit of 
openness and actually found we were 
prepared to be grilled far more than we 
were. Adoption agencies and county councils 
get a bad press - but that isn't always 
deserved." 

Potential adoptive parents are welcomed 
from all backgrounds, religions and sexual 
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orientations, whether they are single or in a 
relationship, renting or own their own home. 
The success rate is 97 per cent of these going 
on to approval. 

Mr and Mrs Jones had always wanted a 
large family and told PACT that they would 
be willing to adopt two or three children. 

"I think that was music to their ears," said 
Mrs Jones, "as there are so few families 
willing to take on more than two at a time 
and it's ideal to keep siblings together. 

"We knew that keeping a set of siblings 
together in a family would be a privilege - 
and great for them as they grew up." 

The couple were approved to be parents at 
the end of 2012. They had training in what to 
expect, including worst-case scenarios about 
how some children react badly to change. 

Then followed the matching process, 
which Mrs Jones described as somewhat 
heartbreaking. Over eight weeks the profiles 
of 40 to 50 children were emailed to them. 

"Part of you Just wants to say yes to all of 
them," said Mrs Jones. 

Then details of three young sisters, who 
were in foster care in the West Country, 
dropped into their email inbox. 

"We Just knew these girls were ours," said 
Mrs Jones. "What struck us was that while we 
were thinking about the girls, their social 
workers were weighing us up as potential 
family too." 

The 'yes' vote came and an order was 
organised through the courts. The couple 
drove down to meet the girls at their foster 
parents' home in Devon and were also 
guided through a short but emotional 
meeting with the girls' birth mother. 

"I have every respect for how she handled 
that," said Mrs Jones, "but there's no denying 
it was an emotional meeting. But we felt it 
was an important part of the process. We 
were glad to meet her and had a picture 
taken with her, to show the girls later." 

Mr and Mrs Jones don't want to dwell on 
the circumstances that led to the girls being 
taken into care. "We Just want people to 
know the girls as they are - not for what 
happened to them. 

With the help of PACT, Mr and Mrs Jones 
keep what's called "letterbox'" contact with 
the girls' birth mum, sending letters, pictures 
and more, twice a year. As adults, it will be 
up to the girls if they want to get in touch 
with their birth family. 

"We're not without our tantrums and 
squabbles - Just like any other family," said 
Mrs Jones. "But our girls are an absolute 


delight. We have three beautiful little girls 
and it's a privilege and a delight that they're 
part of our family. 

"When we think how far we've come, it's 
amazing. When we first met Charlotte, she 
was only 18 months old, shuffled about on 
her knees and did not talk in proper 
sentences. 

"Now she runs about after her sisters, 


chatting. They girls have flourished; 
developed in confidence and cheekiness! 
They've changed us, too, and helped us 
grow." 

As for this year's Mother's Day, Mrs Jones 
said: "It'll just be nice to reflect on the 
difference a year makes and how great it is 
to be able to celebrate this Mother's Day as 
'mummy' to three beautiful little girls."

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■ Sex case guilty verdicts at a six-year low of 24 per cent in Oxfordshire 


Shock over rape cases 


FEWER sex offence trials are resulting in 
guilty verdicts, with prosecutors saying they 
are bringing cases to court that may have 
previously been dropped. 

Figures obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal that 24 per cent of sex 
trials at Oxford Crown Court resulted in 
convictions last year - the lowest rate for at least 
six years. 

The court saw 37 trials in 2013, but only nine 
resulted in convictions. 

This compared to 41 in 2012, with 21 ending 
in convictions. 

But the number of convictions has fallen across 
the region, with some areas seeing more of a 
decrease than Oxford. 

In Reading in 2008, there was an 80 per cent 
conviction rate, which fell to 31.7 per cent last 
year. 

And in Swindon the percentage dropped even 
further from 81.3 per cent in 2008 to 25.9 per 
cent in 2013. 

Thames and Chi Item Crown Prosecution 
Service said cases were only taken to court if 
there was a realistic chance of conviction. 

Deputy Chief Crown Prosecutor Helen Draycott 
said they had worked closely with police to 
improve the quality of prosecutions in cases 
involving sexual offences and referred to a 
specialist Rape and Serious Sexual Offences unit 
set up last year. 

She said one reason the conviction rate had 
fallen across the country was because the CPS 
was now prosecuting cases that might have been 
dropped in the past because of concerns juries 
could be affected by the "myths or stereotypes"

surrounding rape and sex cases. 

But sex abuse campaigners said the low 
conviction rates could put victims off reporting 
crimes. 

Oxford Sexual Abuse and Rape Crisis Centre 
service manager Natalie Brook said: 
"Unfortunately it does not send a very good 
message to women who have experienced sexual 
violence." 

The conviction rate has also fallen since 2008 
when about 66 per cent of sex trials - 27 - in 
Oxford resulted in guilty verdicts. 

A total of 50 defendants pleaded guilty to sex 
crimes at the court last year, bringing the total 
number of convictions to 59. But there were also 
ten further sex crime cases which were 
discontinued. 

It comes as a report released last month found 
Thames Valley CPS was one of the worst 
performing in the country. The CPS Inspectorate 
highlighted failings that included losing too many 
trials and bad decision-making. 

Marilyn Hawes, of campaign group Enough 
Abuse UK, said the low conviction rate could be 
down to police failing to gather enough evidence 
for prosecutors. 

But she said: "It is not helpful and it is not 
encouraging for people who want to disclose 
information. Something has got to be done. It 
creates anger and anxiety for the victims. " 

Police and crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld said he was working with the CPS to 
achieve better conviction rates and the best

possible outcomes for victims. 

Ms Draycott added: "The number of 
prosecutions for rape and sexual offences are 
relatively small compared with other types of 
offences, such as burglary or theft, so it is not 
surprising that the conviction rate fluctuates and is 
not the same at different Crown courts. 

"But we are committed to increasing public 


confidence and getting people to report rape and 
serious sexual offences. 

"We do this by consistently applying CPS 
policies and good practice in relation to victims; 
handling the cases professionally, robustly and 
sensitively; monitoring our performance; and 
reviewing adverse outcomes and addressing 
identified failings."

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■ Surprise extra funding is announced by the Government 

Windfall of £4.7m to 
fix county's potholes 

MORE potholes on 
Oxfordshire's battered roads 
can now be filled in after 
county highways staff were 
given a £4.7m windfall from 
the Government. 

The Department for Transport 
last week announced a 
£4,782,149 emergency payment 
to Oxfordshire County Council 
to help with damage caused by 
flooding and severe winter 
weather. 

The funding will come from 
£183.5m made available to 
councils across England and 
follows £200m being made 
available in the Budget for 
pothole repairs in 2014 and 
2015. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth said officials 
were pleasantly surprised by the 
extra funding. 

Mr Hudspeth said: "This is 
very welcome news. We are 
already working out how to get 
the best bang for our buck.

potholes is something we fully 
understand. 

"We have had a bad winter 
and are working hard to repair 
the roads, but they have taken a 
severe beating. 

"The best time to carry out the 
work is the summer, so we will 
have to start very soon." 

The Government has said the 
council will be required to 
publish online how and where it 
will spend the new money. 

In the last three years, the 
county council said it had spent 
a total of £39.67m on works 
intended to extend the life of 
roads. 

It also spends about £4m per 
year on reactive works - filling in 
potholes. 

Last year alone, it said it 
repaired about 38,000 potholes 
and it expects to fill in another 
50,000 this year. 

County transport chief David 
Nimmo Smith said officers were 


currently reviewing existing 
plans to factor in the extra 
money. 

He said: "Historically, we have 
been managing a road network 
that is deteriorating faster than 
we can maintain it as less and 
less money has been coming in. 

"And on top of that we have 
had frost and snow over the last 
few years. 

"That has not allowed us to 
keep the roads to a standard the 
public expects." 

Cash will be allocated 
according to a "scoring system" 
that the county council uses to 
monitor the state of roads, Mr 
Nimmo-Smith said. 

But, he said: "It will not be up 
to me or other councillors to 
pick and choose projects. It is for 
the officers to decide." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
welcomed the news. 

Sir Tony said: "This is very 
welcome money. And I am sure 
it will be much welcomed by 
those who have been affected by 
the recent floods."

District and county 
councillor Kieron Mallon said: 
"Community safety 
partnerships across the whole 
of the Thames Valley have been 
proved invaluable in reducing 
crime. We would say that for 
such a small outlay, you 
increase its value ten fold on 
the results you get back." 

The concerns were raised at 
a meeting of the Thames Valley 
Police and Crime Panel, held 
last week in Bodicote, which 


was looking at future police 
priorities. 

Other issues included 
mental health crisis care, 
protecting vulnerable people, 
including child sexual 
exploitation and victim 
services. 

Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton was asked what 
challenges the force faced as 
the population in Cherwell was 
set to expand over the next 
decade. 

She said the force would 
seek to ensure that council 
laws were used to ensure 
developers donated cash to 
help increase officer numbers.

T he heat of unexpected passion 
scorches two lost souls in 
Jason Reitman's handsome 
adaptation of the novel by Joyce 
Maynard. 

Embellished with a present-day 
voiceover that harks back to events 
of one sweltering summer in 1987, 
Labor Day woos us with stirring 
performances, Eric Steelberg's sun- 
dappled cinematography and Rolfe 
Kent's elegiac orchestral score. 

Scenes between Kate Winslet and 
Josh Brolin, as the doomed lovers 
simmer with eroticism, includes a 
glorious set-piece with a homemade 
peach pie that makes our pulses 
quicken and mouths water. 

Fifteen-year-old rising star Gattlin 
Griffith is equally compelling as the 
painfully shy teenage son, who 
witnesses this mending of broken 
hearts in impossible circumstances. 

Yet for all of its impressive 
qualities - and they are bountiful - 
Labor Day isn't quite the sum of its 
parts. 

The condensed timeframe of the 
central romance strains credibility 
and some of the sub-plots feel 
undernourished. 

Reitman's mosaic of flashbacks 
and reminiscence creates a 
fractured chronology that hampers 
dramatic momentum, dissipating 
the sense of dread and longing that 


should permeate every impeccably 
crafted frame. 

"It was just the two of us after my 
father left," explains 13-year-old 
Henry Wheeler (Griffith). 

So the youngster nervously takes 
on the mantle of man of the house, 
tending to his depressed mother 
Adele (Winslet). Once a month, 
they venture out for supplies but for 
the most part, Adele remains 
indoors, haunted by ghosts of her 
failed marriage. 

During a visit to the local 
Pricemart with his mother, Henry 
encounters a bloodied stranger 
called Frank Chambers (Brolin). 

Under duress, Adele and her son 
take Frank into their home and tend 
to his wounds. 

That night, a television news 
report reveals the intimidating man 
is an escaped prisoner serving 18 
years for the murder of his girlfriend 
(Maika Monroe). 

"It didn't happen that way," 
growls Frank. 

The fugitive lays low at the 
Wheeler homestead and adopts the 
role of surrogate father, teaching 
Henry how to pitch a baseball and 
lavishing Adele with tenderness. 

"I could feel her loneliness and 
longing before I had a name for it," 
notes Henry as he becomes a silent 
observer to the strengthening of 
bonds between Frank and his 
mother into a second chance at 
happiness. 

Labor Day hinges on the screen 
chemistry between Winslet and 
Brolin and we believe in their 
emotional connection, although the 
film skirts perilously close to
